The witness next explained why Maj. Du

I"aty de Clam's translation of the d'Avig-
n,n document, which has bren classed as

11i tie, was open to doubt, and why the
d-cument. if it had any meaning whatever,
was as applicable to Esterhazy as to Drey-
fus.

Differed With Du Paty de Clam.

tegarding the correspon'dence of the mili-
tary attaches, the Witness demonstrated the

insignifleance of the information asked for.

'1 hile Paty de Cl1m regarded the corres-

pend-nce as convincing. and as clearly in-

di(ating an officer of the second bureau,
Picquart maintained that the term% of the

currespondence indicated1 that the writer

intelded to ask a friend. and not a spy. for

the information de.sIred. Many headquar-
ter oticers. hi pointed out, were on cordial
and abso.lutely legitimate terms with the

foreign military attaches.
Col. Piequart then took up the "Cette

canaille de D--" document. He called the

attenti-n of the court to the fact that it
was addrtsse,l by Schwarzkoppen to Pan-

izzardti. and not vice versa, as long be-

lievtd.
After giving his reasons for believing

Ureyfus was not th- person referred to in

that d--cument. Piequart sh,,wed how Paty
de Clam entleav-red to ascribe the author-
r,hip of th" document to Panizzardi with

the view of establishing a connection,
Which. in r ality. did not exist, between the
vari-us d-wuments in the indictment

against Dreyfus.
The document rferring to the French

nigent's j.,urney to Switzerland, of which
Behwartzkolpen Is sail to have been in-

formed. was only slightly c-,mmented upon
by the witness, as he did not attach im-

portance t. it.
The minuto detail with which the colo-

nel dealt with the evidence, clearness of
his language and his d.ductions had great
effect upon th. audience and elicited gen-
eral admiration.
The former chief of the intelligence de-

partment concluded his examination of
the first portion of the secret dossier by
saying:
"May I be allowed to express deep re-

gret at the absence of Major du Paty de

Clam. It seems t. me indispensable that

this officer, who wri,te the commentaries
on the secret dossier, should be summoned
to give evi,-n,e here. He would give us

lls reminiscences and I would help him."
(Laughter.)

Responnihility for Dossier.
At the cn lusion of Col. Picquart's depo-

sition (.t-ns. Roget and Mercier rose to-

ge,th-r andalk-d to be allowed to be con-

fr,,ntel with the witness. The confronta-
ti-,n, h,wever. only lasted a few minutes,
ant did not prve sensational, having ref-
(rence to comiparativt-ly minor points.

dosir. 4'Alonel i''-'luart explained how he
had~ac'quir--d t h. co nvictiojn that the birde-
rieau was written by Esterhazy, and how
he asce,rtained that the anti-Dreyfus proofs
wetre w'.rtless. lie bigan by detailing how
he iirst l-arned of the existence of Ester-
hazy and his efforts to discover something
abo'ut him.
'The witness tarnestly asserted that the

first iit'casionf ont which he saw Esterhazy's
~nae was when lhe radl the address of the
Petit Iincu. ile said he was not acquainted
with Esterhiazy and never had Esterhazy
w'atched.
Pirevitus to this the utmost efforts hail

bi'en madle to pre. the contrary and to
show Piteguart kni'w Este'rhazy before the
dii.'overyr of the P'etlt HIteu.

TChe colo' net emphasized this point, with
the vi.'w, as exp.lained,. of showing how
certain n,ewsp;-ipers had travestied the
fatis. andl he cre'atted a mild sensation by
adding:

"I sh:ill ha:vo iiccasion to point out other
ant simi!ar exanlls."
The witness then rebutted the charges

against him ..f unnecessarily delaying the
prosecution of Esterhazy. Hei said his ob-
,ject was to avoid arousing suspicioin in
regarid to an "fficer who, perhaps, was en-
tirely innocent.
"What a mistake." he added, "would

have been averted in tWt had they acted
in the same way in regard to Dreyfuis."
TIhis remark caused murmurs of approval

in court.
What the witness gathered about Ester-

hazy's character, he continued, created the
Worst impression upon him, but he learned
nothing to connect Esterbazy with any act
of espionage. Therefore he did not men-
tion his suspicions. An agent, however,

~sordered to watch Eisterbasy, who had

his relations with an English company, of
which he had agreed to become a director,

Esterhazy's Bad Character.
"That could not be permitted in the case

of a French officer," said Picquart. "More-
over, Esterhazy gambled, led a life of de-
bauchery and lived with Mademoiselle
Pays."
Turning to the leakage at headquarters,

the witness described t41e negotiations of
Major Lauth with the spy, Richard Cuers.
at BasIt, showing how tho spy promised
informati,n about the leakage and how he
4'icquart) was inituced to allow Lieut. Col.
Henry to accompany Major Lauth to Basle.

iiuart also described the vague replies
of Henry when questioned on the subject
of Esterhazy before his. departure and the
futility of the visit to Basle because of
Vuers' refusal to impart the promised in-
formation when he saw Henry.
This incident caused the witness to won-

der whether, instead of trying to make
Cuers speak, Henry and Lauth had not
done everything possible to impose silence
upon him. Before the Basle incident Col.
Picquart had decided to speak to Gen. de
Boisdeffre about Esterhazy.
"In answer to my request." said the wit-

ness. "Gen. de Boisdeffre wrote me, asking
me to meet him at the train on his arrival
from Vichy. While driving from the rail-
road station to the general's hotel I told
him all I had done in regard to Esterhazy.
"I affirm that Gen. de Bolsdeffre knew

that this question was to remain a secret
between us and that I was not to mention
it except to the minister of war.
"I knew Esterhazy was anxious to enter

the war office and I did not regard his de-
sire favrrably. I communicated my im-
pressions to my chiefs. who approved all
my steps. and the application of Esterhazy
was rejected.

Sample of Enterhasy's Writing.
"ills insistence. however, only increased

my uneasiness regarding him and I resolv-
ed to obtain a specimen of his handwriting.
I was immediately struck with the simi-
larity of his handwriting and that of the
bordereau, and forthwith I had the letters
of Esterhazy which were in my possession
photographed. and showed the photographs
to Maj. Du Paty de Clam and M. Bertillon
(the handwriting expert), between August
25 and September 5."
The colonel emphasized this point be-

cause M. Bertillon affirms he saw the pho-
tographs in May. 1K9N', and made a note of
them, whereas the letters were not written
on that date. The conflicting testimony of
Picquart and Bertillon on this point had
been used to discredit the former's evi-
dnce. Col. Plcquart, continuing, said
Paty de Clam, on seeing the writing. forth-
with declared it was that of Matthew
Dreyfus. the brother of Capt. Dreyfus.
The witness, continuing, said:
" 'You know,' he maintained, 'that the

bordereau is the joint work of Alfred and
Matthew Dreyfus.'
"M. Bertillon said: 'That is the writing

of the hordereau.'
"'M. Bcrtillon tried to discover where I

had obLtined the handwriting, but the only
information I imparted was that it was cur-

rent and recent handwriting.
"M. Bertlllen then suggested that it was

a tracing, and ended by say:ng that if it was
current handwriting it could only have
emanated from some whom the Jews had
been exervIsing for a year in imitating the
writing of the hordereau.
"At M. Bertillon's request I left the pho-

tographs with him. When he returned them
he saild he adhered to his opinlon and earn-

estly asked to see the original, when I saw

,eyond a doubt that the handwriting of
the bordereau was Esterhazy's, and, seeing
that the documents mentioned therein might
havy teen sunplied by Esterhazy, that the
words. 'I am going to the maneuvers.'
could perfectly well apply to Esterhazy,
and that Esterhazy had secretaries at his
disposal to copy a document so voluminous
as the firing manual. I resolved to consult
the secret dossier to see what part of the
treathery might he ascribed to Dreyfus, and
to assure myself whether the dossier con-

tain"I anything indicating Esterhazy.
Dowiler Contained Trivialities.

"I frankly admit I was stupefied on read-
ing the secret dossier. I expected to find
matters of gravity ther&in. and found. in
short, nothing but a document which might
apply just as much to Esterhazy as to

Dreyfus, an unimportant document mention-
ing d'Avigonon. and a document which it
stemd absurd to apply to Dreyfus, name-
lv the 'Cette Canaille de D--' document.
"Lastly. I rrecognized a report appended.

in the handwriting of Guenee, which ap-
pear,d to, be at least as worthless as the
second document.

"It was then evening. I had stayed late,
alone at the office, in order to examine the
document. 1horoughly. I thought it over

during the night. and the next day I ex-

ldained the whole situation to General de
Itikd.ffre. I to,k to his office the secret
d'ssi"r. the fac-simile of the hordereau,
the P-tit Mleu and the principal papers con-

nected with my investigation of Esterhazy.
"I wonder, no)w, if I had one or two in-

terview.s. IBut I still se" General de Bl.is-
deffre. as he examined the secr't dossier
with me. stop before he reached the end
and tell me to go into the country, give an
ac'ounrt of the affair to General Grnse and
ask his advice.

"Rtefere starting to see General Gionse I
copied a no'te. four pages in length, which
I mnade September 1, tontaining my
resume of the Esterhazy affair.
'When I informed General Gonse of all

which had o.ccurred,. he reman;rked:
"'S. a nmistake has b"en m:ode.'
"'After my initerview w,it h Ge,neral Gonse

I dlid not wvork any longer on my own ini-
tiative. I said no.thing more tuntil the re-
turn of Gen.'eral Glonse, September 13. At
that time E.sterhiazy was at the great ma-
nouvers."

N,'xt. the wittness' dlwelt on the rumors in
September, 1stn. of -.e p'roject of replacing
I )reyfus by a m n of straw and the dis-
cuvery of' the for :ed Weyl letter, supposed
to be connected with the same project. At
about the same time the camp)aign for and
against Dreyfus was started by the news-
papers.
At this stage of his deposition Colonel

P'iequart, who had been speaking for two
and a half hours, was visibly distressed,
He had occasional attacks of coughing, but
managed to continue, Colonel Jlouaust not
showing any inclination to suspend the ses-
sion of the court in order to give him need-
ed rest.
The witness then turned to the newspaper

attacks (in LDreyfus, saying that the infor-
mation regarding the bordereau contained
in them convinced him that they had been
itsp'ired by some one closely connected with
the Dreyfus affair.

F"orbidden to Investigate.
They could no,t, he added, be attributed to

the Dreyfus faimily, while they contained
expressions familiar to Paty de Clam,whoim it would be interesting to hear on
the subject.
Hie next bald he asked permission to in-

quire into the sources of' the articles, but
was forbidden to interfere in any way
whatever,
Describing his interview with General

Gunse, Septembet 15, P'icquart said:
"When I asked General Gonse for per-

mission to continue the investigatUon, in-
sisting on the danger of allowing the-Drey-
fus family to proceed with their investiga-
tion alone, the general replied that it was
impossible, in his opinion, and in the opin-
ion of General de Boisdeffre and the minis-
ter of war, to reopen the affair, When I
pressed the point, in order to make General
Gunse understand that nothing could pre-
vent its reopening it if he could believe
DJreyfus was innocent, General Gonse re-
plied:
" 'If you say nothing, nobody will know.'
" 'General,' I replied, firmly, 'what you

tell me is aminae £ do not know what
I shall do. But I won't carry this secret
with me!' " (Great sensation.)

ness. "That is what occurred. I know my
account is disputed, but I positively swear

it," said Picqart, as he ethphatically smote
the bar in front of the witness box, and
looked in the direction of the generals.
The colonel next described his intentions

with regard to Esterhazy, which Gens.
Gonse and De Boisdeffre had forbidden him
to carry out. He attached particular im-
portance to this point, as it contained a clue
to subsequent occurrences. Later, witness
aId, that while Paty de Clam evidently
acted wrongly in disguising himself with a

false beard and blue spectacle5, perhaps he
was authorized to do so.

Enterhasy Was Warned.
After a few minutes' suspension of the

session, Colonel Picquart resumed his depo-
sition, showing how, through an article in
the Eclair of September 15, he was satis-
flied Esterhazy had been warned of the sus-

picions against him. In order to make the
proofs complete, witness continued his in-
vestigations with utmost discretion. In his
opinion, the only event of importance in the
Dreyfus affair since the discovery of the
bordereau was the Henry forgery perpe-
trated October 31. 18!96. He added that It
must have been handed immediately to
Gen. Gonse. Shortly before Henry perpe-
trated the forgery, an agent named Geunee,
Henry's right-hand man, prepared a report
declaring M. Castelin (republican revision-
ist, deputy for Laon division of Aisne), was

about to play the hand of the Dreyfus fam-
ily by unmasking, in the chamber of depu-
ties, the prisoner's accomplices, thus hav-
ing the affair reopened.
Col. Picquart incidentally complained bit-

terly that, while he was still chief of the
intelligence department, Henry's tool, Gue-
nee. should be allowed to make reports
against the witness, who had then estab-
lished a connection between the reports of
Guenee and the false deposition of Henry.
who had testified that he had seen the
witness seated in Maitre Leblois' office with
the document containing the words "Cette
Canalile de D-- before them.
Each new scheme, said the former chief

of the intelligence department, was a com-

plement development of the one preceding.
Intrigues Against Witness.

The next feature of Picquart's deposition
was his recital of the intrigues against him
and the pressure exercised by Henry with
the view of fixing on the witness the blame
for communicating information to the news-

papers.
Then, turning to the distant mission

upon which he was dispatched. Picquart de-
scribed the irritation he felt when he saw

he was being removed because he was no

longer wanted as head of the intelligence
department. He explained that if this dis-
grace had been frankly avowed it would
have been much less painful to him. The
colonel also said that during his absence
his correspondence was tampered with.
Dealing with his mission to Tunis, which

Picquart said ought to have been entrusted
to a commissary of police. the witness de-
clared it was then that Henry, abandoning
his underhand intrigues, began a campaign
of open persecution. Henry wrote to the
witness accusing him of communicating in-
formation to the press, with disclosing the
contents of secret documents and with at-

tempting to suborn officers in connection
with the Petit Bleu.
It was then Picquart learned of the ex-

istence of the forged secret documents di-
rected against himself, and foresaw his
own ruin if the Dreyfus affair was reopen-
ed. and, to safeguard himself. he intrusted
to a lawyer friend a certain letter from Gen.

Gonse, at the same time acquainting the
lawyer with what he knew of Esterhazy,
and instructing the lawyer how he should
intervene "if the occasion demanded it."
This lawyer, Leblols. communicated with
M. Scheurer-Kestner, then one of the vice

presidents of the senate, and the repre-
sentations of tne latter to Premier Meline's'
government followed. When Picquart's
furlough was due Gen. Leclerc. command-
ing in Tunis, was ordered to send Picquart
to the frentier of Tripoli. Leclerc com-
mented to the witness on this abornal mat-

ter, and PleqIart confided to the general
the probable reasons for it and his belief
in the innocence of ireyfus. Gen. Leclerc
thereup-n ordered Picquart not to go be-
ynd Gabes. In the meanwhile the cam-

paign in Paris was continued. Esterhazy
appeared amng the witnesses and ac-

cusers.
Judges Were Deceived.

Picquart here created a sensation by In-
cidentally remarking that the judges in 184
were shamefully deceived in having the
document containing the words "Cette
Canaille de 1) ' communicated to them.
Witness bitterly reiterated the details of

the various machinations, with the view of
incriminating him, instigated by Henry.
Esterhazy and Paty de Clam.
0ol. Jouaust (pesident of the court) hav-

ing asked for explanations on certain
points, Piequart Saild:

'if I tell you all this, gentlemen, it is to
show what must have been the mental
attitude toward me of the members of the
court-martial which tried Esterhazy."
(Murmurs of assent.)
WVhen he resumed his deposition the wit-

ness said he regretted he had not been given
the ouportunity to contradict his accusers
at that court-martial.

"I have almost finished my task," added
icq'Iuart, "but I ask permission to refer
to the wny the bord,'reaiu came to the war

,dmee. I have doubts in regard to the per-
.son who brought the bordereau. Two
quite different persons couldl certainly have
deliveredi the bo,rdereau in 18@4. Blut if an
intelligent perso.n had delivered it he would
certainly have mnsisted on the value of its
eonte t..
After P!cquart had reiterated his state-

ments the coutrt adjourned, at 11:40 a.m.,
until tomor row.
The dep~osit ion of Colo,nel Piequart occu-

pled the entire sessIon.
SAY'S HE SHOT LABORI.

The police. it is now said, believed the

prisoner is only a lunatic or a drunkard,
desirous of attracting attention, and his
so-called confession may turn out to be
nothing more than an empty boast. The
police, however, are investigating the re-
cent movements of the prisoner.

Maitre Lahori Not So Well.

not so well this afternoon. He overtired
himself yesterday, and today he was only
allowed to exercise for half an hour. which
he spent in the garden. His wound is no
worse, but he Is suffering from nervousness.

OFFERS TO SPIX CLUES TO POLICE

District Offigials, Awaiting Addi-
tional News F om Columbia.

PRISONER'S BOASTS

Specit Dispatch to The Evening Star.
COLUMBIA, Mo., August 18-The man

arrested in Columbia August 15 answers in
the minuest detail. to. the circular issued
by Chief of Police Richard Sylvester of
Washington city. The man admits his re-
semblance to the description, but denies
having killed Brooks. He says he can give
the police a clew as to the actual perpe-
trator of the crime. He is being held to
await the arrival of the Washington city
officers, who are expected here this after-
noon.

Police officials at headquarters are anx-
lously awaiting additional information from
Columbia, Mo., concerning the man sup-
Posed to be Frank William Funk, alleged
murderer of William H. Brooks and as-
sailant and robber of Mrs. Martha Brooks,
an account of whose arrest was published
in yesterday's Star. Since the receipt of
the telegram giving information concern-
ing the marks of identification was re-
ceived the police have learned nothing.
While press dispatches state that the

man under arrest has admitted his identity,
this information has not been veriled by
any message sent to the police department.
In the special dispatch to The Star it is

stated that the prisoner denies being guilty
of hte murder and robbery. From other
sources it is learned that he charges the
crime upon a man and woman, whom he
will name when he returns here. Concern-
ing the statements that he is a deserter
from the army. a bigamist and a thief, he
would say nothing.
During his two weeks' stay in Columbia

he did some carpenter work, and people by
whom he was employed regarded him as
the best mechanic in the town.
More than 200 revenue stamvs and a

large bunch of skeleton keys were found
in his room.
In one of his numerous statements he

said that while the murder was actually
committed by the man and woman whom
he will name, he does not expect to get off
without some punishment.

The Prisoner's Boats.
The prisoner has claimed since his arrest

that he is a champion bicyclist and prize
fighter, and claims to hold bicycle records
won in contests at Madison Square Gar-
den. New York. It is believed that the
skeleton keys found on the prisoner were
used by him in robbing houses in New York
and Pennsylvania after the crime was com-
mitted here, as information received by the
police from time indicated he was leading
the life of a crook.
In connection with the arrest of the pris-

oner in the house of a policeman it is re-
called that Thomas V. Hawkins colored,
who stole $9,0) from the safe in the office
of the collector of taxes and went to Can-
ada, was also found boarding in the house
of a policeman.
Inspector Boardman expects to hear from

Detective Weedon at any minute. He left
here at 11:10 o'clock Wednesday night, and
was due in St. Louis about 7 o'clock this
morning. From St. Louis he has to jour-
ney over the Wabash r-ailroad nearly one
hundred miles to Centralia. From this
point a short-line road runs to Columbia.
Making all allowances for delays, it is be-
lieved he will reach -Columbia not later
than 5 o'clock this afternoon.

Othier Arrents.
While the information received from Co-

lumbia indicates beyond any possibility of
a doubt that the right man-la caught, other
people are being arrested on suspicion of
being the murderer.

IN PORTO RICO ISLAND

Chief Surgeon Hofr Report on the Sani-
tay Ooditioma8

The Government's Military Policy-
Upon Thin Will Depend Many

Important Questions.

Surgeon General Sternberg of the army
has received the report of Maj. John R.
Hoff, chief surgeon of the military depart-
ment of Porto Rico. giving a complete sur-

vey of the conditions throughout the island
from the standpoint of a medical man and
an officer. Besides giving the technical
feautres of the situation. Maj. Hoff dis-
cusses in an interesting way the permanent
military policy toward Porto Rico and the
need of shaping all military action with
that permanent policy in view.
"The question of what will be the mili-

tary policy of our government toward this
island," says Maj. Hoff. "is interesting to
consider, for upon it will depend numerous

sanitary questions relating to the troops.
"Presumably the permanent garrison will

not exceed two batteries of artillery, a

regiment, mounted or foot, and a battalion
of native troops, with staff troops, etc.,
making a total strength of about -,I000. If
we are to follow home customs, these
troops will ultimately be located at posts
near strategic points, but in open country,
with ample space for military purposes.
"No post is so located now; indeed, the

barracks are all in the midst of towns and
some closely surrounded by a dense and
unhealthy population.

Healthy Habitations Necessary.
"I trust we will not be actuated by any

pennywise, pound-foolish policy of trying
to make what we have now do for the fu-
ture. We need not the experience of Great
Britain in the West Indies to teach us that
healthy habitations are a sine qua non to
healthy living in the tropics, and I hope
it will never be said of our possessions
here that they are the graveyards of
United States soldiers. But to avoid this
possibility it would be well to move away
from touch of elbow with a population
which is physically degenerate. It be-
hooves us to set our houses in order against
the wrath to come, not forgetting that
suitable hospital accommodations form a
part of the scheme."
Maj. Hoff gives in detail the condition of

the many hspitals turned over to the
United States forces by the Spaniards. He
does not think much of them, and says
"the sanitary arrangements were Spanish,
which may be construed to mean that they
were everything insanitary." He recom-
mends the purchase of a site opposite the
hospital at Ponce for new buildings.
The chief surgeon speaks of a contro-

versy which has arisen with the Roman
Catholic authorities over using part of the
hospital at San Juan. The church and city
set up the right to use thirty beds in the
hospital for the poor of San Juan.
He says that if any legitimate claim ever

existed it has been quieted by repairing
the old riding school at the expense of the
United States and turning it over to the
city for hospital purposes. He adds that
under no circumstances ought the paupers
of San Juan be mingled with our soldiers.
Maj. Hoff pays a high tribute to Miss
Chandler and Miss Bouiigny for their ser-

vices as nurses. He says women nurses
undoubtedly have a place in military
hospitals, as there is no nurse like a good
woman nurse, adding a fervent otficial
"God bless them."

Distribution of Suppliem.
Maj. Hoff says considerable trouble has

resulted from distribution of supplies,
owing to delays in shipment by the quar-
termaster's department. He states that
robbery was rife, and it seemed at one time
as though no box marked with a red cross

(as all medical supplies are markedi could
pass without paying toll. Maj. Hoff says
in conclusion:
"The work of the medical department of

the army during the last year has been
arduous beyond description. and its officers
have devoted their strength, health and
their lives to its accomplishment.
"Blame has fallen upon it where no

blame was merited, and commendation has
cme slowly and grudgingly. its officers
have reaped no material advantage, for
they are without honors or promotions.
"Hut I predict that in the cold light of

history the results of the work of the med-
ical department of the United States army
in the war of I1S will be accepted as one
of the most remarkable outcomes of that
war."

STEAMER NORFOLK IN STORM.

Steering Gear Curried Away on Her
Last Trip.

Special Dispatch to The Evening Star.
NORFOLK. Va., August 18.-The storm

which has raged here for three days past
has spent itself and appears this morning
to have passed over Only a light wind
prevails, although the rain still falls at in-
tervals. The only boat which arrived this
morning, the steamer Norfolkof theWash-
ington line, met the storm at 3 o'clock
this morning. Her -teering gear was broken
and she was steered in by hand. No other
damage was sustained, although the pas-
sengers were badly shaken up. All boats
will, it now appear's, leave on schedule to-
night.
Little damage was done in this harbor by

the storm, but it is believed that many
wrecks may have occurred on the coast.
Communication with the latte' has been
cut off since yesterday, when the last wire
to C'ape Henry went down. Tile storm
changed its course in the night and is now
moving southward. It is central now at
sea about off Hatteras.

WILL INTIMIDATE DENMARK.

Effect of Germany's Restriction on
Fresh Meat From Belgium.

Consul General Mason at Berlin reports
to the State Department on Germany's
lalest restrictive measure against the Unit-
ed States. It decrees that fresh nmeat shall
not be imported from Belgium to Germany,
but Mr. Mason says it was at once evident
that this decree, in reality aimed at Ameri-
can beef, was occasioned by Belgium's re-
cent removal of the re'strictions on Ameri-
can cattle. The consul general says the
decree is the logical furtherance and ful-
fIliment of a policy upon which the German
government entered in 1894. He states that
the contention that Texas fever was a
bacterial disease, and therefore susceptible
of transmission by means of slaughtered
meat, has now been disproved, and that
Professor Koch. thle emInent German bac-
teriologist, has confirmed the view taken
by the United States Agricultural Depart-
ment on this point.
As to the latest decree, Mr. Mason says it

will do American interests most injury in
Denmark, which country was about to
admit American cattle, but hesitated from
fear that Germany would shut out Den-
mark's fresh meats.

ARRIVAL OF THE SHAMROCK

Challnger for America's Cup Reaches New
Yo7k Today.

The Yacht Made a Quick and Safe

Trip Acrops the At-

lantic.

NEW YORK, August 18.-Sir Thomas
Lipton's yacht Shamrock. challenger for
the America's cup, reached this port today,
accompanied by her tender, the steam
yacht Erin. The Shamrock sailed from
Fairlie. on the Clyde, August 3, and made
the transatlantic voyage in much quicker
time than was anticipated.
The Erin towed the Shamrock about 2,10)

miles. and the latter sailed something more
than 1,200 miles. Her best day's run under
canvas was 2S knots. Most of the towing
was done after passing the Azores, Au-
gust 9.
At quarantine the yachts were promptly

cleared.
The Shamrock was yawl rigged and

painted light green. She carried the blue
ensign of the British navy, with Sir Thos.
Lipton's private signal, green shamrock
in yellow ground with a green border. The
Shamrock shows a light silvery metal
where the paint has been scraped from her
sides. The crew of the yacht are well sat-
isfiled with the behavior of the challenger.
On board the Erin was Chevalier Martino,

marine painter to the queen.
After the yachts had anchored in the up-

per bay Captain Archie Hogarth of the
Shamrock said:
"The Shamrock behaved beautifully. I

am more than sa,tisfied with her. In fact,
I am delighted, because my most sanguine
anticipations have been more than real-
ized. But I will say this, that gleeful as I
am with the behavior of the boat, I was
more than surprised with the generous re-

ception which she got from the time that
we were abreast of Sandy Hook."
Dr. Mackay of Edinburgh. who was

aboard the Erin, acted as spokesman for
Capt. Matthews. who was busily engaged
looking after the routine work on the Erin.
The doctor expressed himself as being de-
lighted with the trip over, and said that
not an accident of any moment occurred
during the entire trip. He said that both
boats, with the Shamrock In the lead, left
Fairlie at 5:47 p.m. August 3. Favorable
winds prevailed, and the Shamrock went
past the Isle of Man with all sails set.
Up to Tuesday, the 8th, moderate seas

prevalled, but then heavy weather set in,
accompanied by a fog, in which the Erin
lost sight of the Shamrock. Heavy seas
swept over the decks of the Erin, and the
Shamrock was equally deluged. On the
morning of the 9th the Erin picked up the
Shamrock. and Captain Matthews figured
that they were then 225 miles from Corvo,
in the Azores.
P!easant weather was experienced that

evening and during the night.

TUPPER CHARGES BAD FAITH.

Former Canadian High Comminnioner
Critiensen United States.

LONDON, August 1s.-Sir Charles Tup-
p.,r, formerly Canadian h;gh commissioner.
in an interview with a representative of the
Associatel Press today. said:
"Thx UnitIed StaZes is purposely delaying

the settlement of the Alaska dispute on ac-

count of the pecuniary benefit accruing to
miners and coast cities through delay, and
has r fused to have the ouidary dellm-

inated as is being done in Venezuela.
"No settlement ever could be reached

through the even-sided commission sug-
gested by the United States.
"We have reached an impasse, and have

no intention of resuming negotiations in

regard to matters pending between Canada
and America until the Alaska question is
settled.
"I propose that a British railway be built

from Kitmata to Dawson, and that a law
be passed allowing only Britishers to mine
on the Yukon. The moment this is done
the object of the United States in prevent-
ing a settlement disappears. The dominion
is a unit in supporting Sir Wilfrid Laurier's
stand."

relative rank after appointment the names
of the 'successful candidates will be ar-
ranged by the War Department on a liSt In
order of merit according to their general
average as reported by the several depart-
mental boards.
